Mrs. Boos was the widow of John J. 
Boor. She died Sunday evening. 

Previous to her death Mrs, Bresnen se- 
cured the warrant. Efforts to locate Bres- 
nen failed. 

On reading the paper Monday evening 
Mrs. Bresnen came acrose the death notice. 
which stated that Mrs. Doos’ remains would 
be first taken to St. Teresa's Church, at 
Grand avenue and North Market street. 

Mrs. Dresnen called up Sheriff Digkmann 
and had a deputy assigned to make the ar- 
rest 
Then she hired a carriage and attended 
the funcral as one of the mourners. 

When the funeral cortege reached the 
church at 9 o'clock Tuesday morning there 
was a large crowd waiting outside. 

Mrs. Bresnen watched the occupants of 
each carriage alight.

World’s Fair. I shall offer amendments

The Terminal Association's franchise 
srabbing ordinance known as the loop or- 
dinance has been recommended with 
amendments by the railroad committee. 


The chief of the amendments requires 
that the Terminal Association shall pay 
the city $150,000 in lieu of the sum to have 
been paid under a previous ordinance for 
the building of the Clark avenue bridge. 


The other amendments provide that the 
Terminal Association shall stand the ex- 
pense of all repairs considered necessary 
by the Board of Public Improvements, that 
it shall begin work under the ordinance 
within three months and finish in two 
vears; that the franchise shall run for 50 
years; that all railways desiring to enter 
St. Louis shall be permitted to use the 
Terminal facilities and that the city shall 
be protected from Hability from damages 
resulting from the execution of the com- 
pany’s plans under the ordinance. 

The ordinance itself provides for the con- 
struction of an elevated line on the levee 
connecting the tracks on Eads bridge with 
the tracks of the levee elevated. The pro- 
posed connecting elevated will be seven 
blocks long, extending from the bridge to 
a point below Market street. 
Compensation Is 

Debt Already Due. 

Under the ordinance the Terminal As- 
seciation will get these privileges if it 
pays the city a debt of $150,000 owed since

In a letter to J. P. Morgan & Co. re- 
garding the $50,000,000 bond issue of Jan- 
uary 1, 198%, Julius 8. Walsh, former pres- 
ident of the association, describes the pro- 
posed elevated loop as ‘“‘doubling the ca- 
pacity of the bridge and enabling the Ter- 
minal Association to move passenger 
trains into the Union station without pass- 
ing through the tunnel.” 

he letter was written to explain the re- 
sources and prospects of the association, 
It is in glowing terms and the elevated 
loop is mentioned as one of the improve- 
ments which will be of greatest benefit to 
the association. 

There is no mention here that the loop 
is for the chief benefit of St. Louis and the 
World's Fair. 


Factories Driven 
Out of St. Louis. 


Opponents of the loop ordinance in its 
present form have explained these facts to 
the railroad committees of the Municipal 


Assembly, urging that the city will not be 
properly paid for granting the franchise if 
all it gets will be freedom from the tunnel 
and greater facilities for handling freight. 
They have argued that the clause de- 
manding $150,000 from the Terminal Associa- 
tion in liew of an old debt should be de- 
tached from the loop ordinance and con- 
sidered with the subway ordinance which 
is to come up later. 

Reduction of the bridge arbitrary and 
protection for ee they say, should 
be demanded das the price of the loop or- 
dirance. 

The Terminal Association charges a rate 
for freight across the bridge which has 
dviven factories out of St. Louis. They 
should be prevented from charging a high- 
er rate acroes the bridge, it has been point- 
ed out. than the railroad company which 
hauls the oe to or from Bast 8t. Louls 
harges on it. 
, The railroad committee have heard furth- 
er of the repeated failure of the Terminal 
Assoctation to live up to the terms of its 
franchises. It has been argued that these 
terms should be carried out before furth- 
er privileges are granted, 
In reply to the Terminal Association's 
complaint about the present tunnel being 
an impediment to traffic, the reply has 
been made that in New York, Boston, 
Philadelphia, Chicago and most of the oth- 
er large cities tunnels are now in use or 
are being put in for handling trains 
through the heart of the cities. The St. 

Louts tunnel is one of the best ever con- 
structed and with proper attention can be 
freed from the present unpleasant features. 
The elevated is not necessary as « relief 
from the tunnel.

These companies were all alleged to be 
ind epndent, the policy of the Terminal 
being to absorb them in its effort to se- 
cure complete possession of the Termi- 
nal facilities of St. Louls and East St.

Mr. Walsh then went on in his letter 
to tell how the four railroad companies 
which belonged to the Terminal Associa- 
tion had bound themselves to use its 
tracks frever. 

He told how the aesocig tee as further 

security for its bonds had deposited with 
the trustees 9500 out of a total of 10,000 
shares of he Wiggins Ferry company, 
“which owns 794 acres of land in the city 
of East St. Louis and practically the en- 
tire Mississippi river front on the Illinois 
side opposite the city of St. Louis for a 
distance of three miles; also belt railway 
lines in St. Louls and East St. Louis and 
70 acres of land in St. Lwuls.’”’ 
He then said: ‘‘The Terminal Assocta- 
tion owns the most extensivé and complete 
system of railway terminals in the coun- 
try, the result of a growth of more than 
2 years and its value today is largely in 
excess of the mortgage ebt.

The best cuts of the 
beef are used, and this necessitates some 
loss from the bone. 

“Comparisons of the hospital and poor- 
house are hardly fair, as the poorhouse 
uses only the poorer grades of meat, and 
only three times a week, at that. The 
poorhouse, also, has its own vegetable 
garden, and its produce is used for the in- 
mates. 

“Large amounts of broth are used here 
for patients, and bhis requires a larger 
amount of beef than one would suppose. 

“Physicians cannot be expected to live 
on round steak, or anything but the best 
cuts, and if the weight of the bone is in- 
eee. a pound and a half of meat is not 
an excessive allowance.”’

CHILDREN. RETURN 
AS FROM DEAD 


For Forty Years Father Be- 
lieved Them to Have 
Perished, 


FALSE REPORT OF DEATH 
CAUSED LONG SEPARATION 


Contest Over Will of Aged Miser Re- 
veals Mistake Which Caused 
Children to Believe Them- 
selves Orphans. 


In his contest for a share in the estate 
of a miser, John Neumann of 2316 North 
Leffingwell avenue has learned for the first 
time that three children whom he believed 
to have perished with yellow fever shortly 
after the civil war, are living in New 
Orleans. 

His daughter, Mrs. Lizzie Guehl, who also 
lives in St. Louis, was present at the trial 
and learned the same facts. 

The revelation came about through dep- 
ositiona read in the contest between two 
sets of heirs for the $27,000 estate of Carl 
Frederick Braun, a news vender, who died 
in December of 1900, leaving no will. 

Mr. Neumann is 77 years old and feeble. 
The shock of the knowledge that the chil- 
dren he believed dead were living so af- 
fected him that after being placed on the 
stand to testify in the case, he fainted. 

Mrs. Guehl went on the stand while her 
father was being revived, and she, too, 
succumbed to the strain and swooned. 

Both were taken home by friends and 
Tuesday morning Mr. Neumann's condi- 
tion was pronounced serious. The  chil- 
dren in New Orleans are still unaware 
that the father and sister they believed 
dead are living in 8t. Louis. 

The four Neumann heirs are Dora Neu- 
mann, Mrs. Lizzle Guehl, Mrs. Carolina 
Neumann Mellieur and William Neumann. 
They are the children of John Neumann 
and Johanna Magdalena Braun Neumann 
The latter. according to the belef of the 
Neumann heirs, was the only sister of Carl 
Frederick Braun. 

The two Scheu heirs are Mrs, Carolina 
Fredericka Scheu Echhardt and Louis 
Scheu. They are the children of Christian 
Scheu and Ellzabeth fFredericka Braun 
Scheu. The latter, it is claimed by her 
heirs, was the only sister of Carl Frederick 


Braun.

Carl Frederick Braun was born near 
Berlin, Germany. He had a sister, Johanna

Christian Schneider, who fell 75 feet down 
an elevator shaft at the Scudder-Gale Gro- 
cery Co.’s establishment, Eighth and Spruce 
streets, Tuesday morning, is without 
broken bones and will recover from the 
bruises received in his long tumble. 

Schneider was employed as a freight han- 


dler, and was on the fourth floor when he
